Secretariat deemed inefficient, 
Gould criticizes United Nations

"The Secretariat is probably the most inefficient, disorganized bureaucracy ever devised 
by mankind 1" Tom Gould, CBC correspondent at the United Nations presented tlie UMUN dele- 
gates with a new — and different — view of the United Nations last Friday, alt centered around 
this comment. 



Well, we finally did it I Right under the noses of two thousand 
Sir George Williams University students, three audacious 
McGillians surreptitiously managed to steal Géorgie, symbol 
of Sir George's Winter Carnival, and the pride and joy of its 
students. Rumour has it that Géorgie will be one of the judges 
choosing the five Carnival Princesses this afternoon at the 
Fashion Show, in the Union Ballroom. 



Although the majority of the 
previous spealcers found fault 
'with the United Nations, none 
went so far as Gould. He warned 
the dégelâtes tliat only, too often, 
people .hesitate when criticising 
the UN and stop far short of an 
honest disclostire. 

The reason — "the UN has 
Joined motherhood and religion 
In the aura of untouchability." 
This attitude, he said, is very de- 
trimental to world security. He 
called the United Nations a very 
shalcy instrument, not the supra- 
national agency it is generally re- 
garded as being. 

lie reduced the United Nations 
to Ihc position of a continuing 
conference of the nations of the 
world instead of the authoritative 
body directing world affairs that 
people wish it were. 

They never get together 

The Secretariat received much 
of his criticism. He pointed out 
that the members of this body 
are among the best in the world 
— but unfortunately, there is no 
unity. There are top men from 
seventy nations, each working In 
a highly efficient manner — but 
no two adhere to the same idea 
of how to get a thing done. The 
duplication, he added, is tre- 
mendous.

In the field of military en- 
deavour, Gould feels that the lin- 
guistic problem is paramount. If 
various nations are supplying 
troops for the same force, then 
they should be able to commun- 
icate at all times in one language. 
In addition, he liemoancd the al>- 
scncc of a permanent planning 
military staff to oversee ail such 
operations. 

His greatest point of complaint 
re the United Nations was the 
system of voting in the General 
Assembly. Gould expressed his 
discontent with the fact that Zan- 
zibar (a population of approx- 
imately 600,000) and the United 
Stales should each have one vote. 

After all, "If Zanzibar has the 
same vote as the US, why not 
Pitcairn Island (160)." He in- 
sisted that some means of weight- 
ed voting must be found — soon. 
He added that De Gaulle has al- 
ready applied the only useful 
ruler — how much good am I 
getting out of this ? — to the 
UN, and found it totally lacking. 
If something is not done soon, 
he expressed the fear that France ' 
would be merely the first in a 
long line . of disgruntled late 
members. 

Ain't it the truth? 

He was unhappy about the fact 
that only too often, a speech 
made in the General Assembly is 
rated, not by its sincerity and 
effectiveness, but by the number 
of column inches it receives in 
the New York Times — "Front 
page is cause enough for cliam- 
pagne." 

Gould then turned to the sul>- 
ject of locale — headquarterswise. 
That there are "too many diver- 
sions" in New York was only one 



of' his many comphdnis re the 
UN's situation. He considers New 
York to be too hypertensive for 
effective UN functioning, and 
recommended a place like Brazi- 
lia — "far away from every- 
thing." 

He feels that it is bad for both 
America and the nations in 
question when a UN employee or 
delegate finds his term at an 
end and decides to stay in Amer- 
ica instead of returning home. 

Success or not ? 

He ended by discussing the hi- 
therto success of the United Na- 
tions. Its 'greatest problem was 
termed its "overreaching cxpscta- 
tion." He called the UN a good 
thing, "but not the beginning and 
not the end." He feels that it 
should be used as a last resort, 
and not wasted on any and ail 
bothersome trifles that arise — 
this is what is destroying it. 

Wondering it anyone can really 
believe that the United Nations 
could prevent a major war, Gould 
commented that "the truth is, it 
cân't even prevent minor wars." 

What does the United Nations 
need ? Time. Gould concluded by 
sayhtg that forcefeeding the UN 
could result in total disaster. 

Gould was bom in Edmonton, 
and has worked in the news re- 
porting field for more than ten 
years. He began his reporting ca- 
reer on the staff of the Nanaimo 
Free Press, served successfully 
with the British United Press and 
the Victoria Times, and then 
worked for the Vancouver Sun 
as parliamentary correspondent. 
In 1963, he was appointed CBC 
correspondent at United Nations 
Headquarters in New York.

divergent views, since McGill, the mcfor 
English university In Quebec, Is looked upon 
as a leader, an honest broker between thé 
two groups which make up CUS and Canada. 

On the local level, the next President will 
be charged with leading the Students' Society 
Into our new Union with a minimum of dis- 
ruption and maximum efficiency. His ad- 
ministration will be called upon to. study the 
new Constitution which Is being drafted and. 
If they approve It, to guide It through the 
Open Meetings which are needed to make 
It law. If the new Constitution contains all 
the changes which are needed, this will not 
be an easy task. 

In addition to these special jobs and the 
regular operations of the Students' Society, 
the new President will be continuously In- 
volved in problems confronting all of Quebec's 
universities. The Liberal government's promise 
of free education remains only a promise. 
Fees are very high and living expenses are 
rising doily. Some areas of disagreement re- 
main between the English and French univer- 
sities. McGill is deeply Involved In all .of 
these. 

The person we elect to lead MçGiil next 
year must be someone In whom we hove 
the greatest confidence; someone who shows 
sincere dedication to the welfare of the McGill 
community. It Is clear that the burden on 
those who vote will be very heavy; they will 
determine McGIII's course In a vitally Im- 
portant year.

Ac- 
cording to Webster, SECURITY 
is (a) the condition of being pro- 
tected or not exposed to danger, 
(b) freedom from fear, anxiety, 
and care. As anyone can clearly 
see, having nuclear,: arms stored 
in one's backyard ':^'(érgi^ La Ma- 
caza) does not expose us to dan- 
ger, and we can sit back cnjoyr 
ing freedom from fear in. the- 
knowledge that the United States 
is guarding us.

Ask yourself serloiisly, what is 
the purpose of this horrendous 
weapons build up ? That Is, other 
than to promote the Intèrests^'ofj 
"big business" as opposed, td'the' 
welfare of the individual. In an 



age of "push-button warfare" 
where certain United States Se- 
nators can make rash statements 
about Invading Cuba, "deterrent" 
has lost all but its propaganda 
meanin*g. 

lliirdly, the conservatives, as 
stated in the letter, are against 
the forceful instituting of Inte-

''The Peruvian ambassador 
has been assassinated I" rang 
out the cry. He was standing at 
the podium Saturday after- 
noon, strenuously condemning 
Soufli African apartheid; he 
demanded closure of debate, 
when suddenly, he fell for- 
ward. 

Stabbed in tiie baclc; by mem* 
ben of his own delegation! The 
Vénézuélien delegates carefully 
carted him ' out Professor Jac* 
ques-Yvan . Morin (U of : M'« 
Faculty of Law), the President 
of the General Assembly, called 
for a period of mourning — and 
fifteen seconds ' of absolute 
silence. 

This was too mucii for one 
dclceatc; he rose on a point of 
order, only to be silenced with 
the comment "you are interrupt- 
ing a period of silence; sit down." 

Alter the suitable rites had 
been observed, a miracle. Aided 
by the Vénézuélien delegates, the 
Peruvian ambassador limped, in 
the throes of death, baclc into 
the General Assembly. 

He requested permission to 
continue his speech; permission 
granted.

is going to be carried out ?" 

lie also discussed the topic of 
UNICEF, and said of this body 
tliat "the constant bickering 
over which countries should get 
UNICEF money" is very bad. 
There is also a serious difficulty 
in controlling the use of the 
money, in malting sure that it 
accomplished the worlc It was in- 
tended for. 

The third drawbaclc of the 
United Nations dealt with by 
Gregg was that of- delegation of 
authority. The UN representati- 
ves must constantly check with 
the home government on any 
matters that; come to a vote.
